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DETAILED ACTION

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase 
"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 
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(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the DrawingfsV See MPEP § 608.01(f), 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of 
the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1.71. The' 
description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). Where 
a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations 
to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and 
MPEP § 608.0 l(i)-(p). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01(f). A brief narrative of the 

disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less commencing on a 
separate sheet following the claims.

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 17, 2004 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 5, 8 and 9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend on a multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The Applicant has consistently used such terms as " some mathematical 
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algorithm" in independent claim 1 and dependent claim 2, " some lens aberrations" and " some 
sample point" in dependent claim 3 and "some sample points objects" in dependent claim 4, 
emphasis added, in defining the claimed invention. These terms are vague and fail to clearly set 
forth the invention such that one of ordinary kill in the art would understand. "Therefore, more 
data points are needed to extract the Point-Spread-Function" appearing in claim 7 appears to be 
an editorial comment and not a step or critical element in support of the claimed invention. This 
phrase also appears to support that the claim is an incomplete step. 

Claims should be written such that they are one sentence in length and refer to dependent 
claims as "claims" and not "items". 

The references to formulas 3 and 4 in claim 8 should be removed and the formulas 
repeated within the body of the claim. 

Reference to the "Summary of Invention" should be removed from claim 9. 

Remove the reference to "Fig. 5" in claim 12, 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the image chip" in line 7. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitations "the image chip" in line 5 and "the raw image" in line 5. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the point light sources with equal illumination" in lines 1 
and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the image chip" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 1 1 recites the limitations "the lens" in line 1 and "the images" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 12 recites the vague and arbitrary quantities of light source separation as "Lo" with 
a radius of "Ro" and image separation of "Li" with a radius of "Ri" but fails to define what these 
quantities are or how they are related or measured. 

Claims 5, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This 
claim is an omnibus type claim. Reference to figures in dependent claims 5, 12 ad 13 should be 
removed and the appropriate claim limitations included. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except diat an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1, 3-6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ooki et 
al. Ooki et al teaches a method of reducing wave front aberrations (column 1, Hnes 44- 49) using 
a point-spread-flinction (column 6, hnes 1-2) wherein the data from the point-spread-function is 
stored (column 6, lines 39-42) and an algorithm is used to process the data (column 6, lines 51- 
55) as claimed in independent claim 1. Ooki et al also teaches the use of existing optical systems 
to reduce lens aberrations (column 6, lines 47-48) as claimed in dependent claims 3 and 5, a 
point light source (column 2, line 50 - column 3, line 8) for muhiple wave lengths (column 5, 
lines 6-1 1) as claimed in independent claim 1 1 and dependent claim 4 and an opaque plate 
(Figure 4, element 46) with hole patterns such that the holes are small enough to produce a 
central bright spot (Figure 5B, element 49) as claimed in dependent claims 5 and 6. 

The rejection of claims 1, 3-6 and 1 1 as applied above, have been based on the claims as 
filed and as best understood by the examiner.
